H e lamenta thé contin­ 
uance of a war affeAing the happiuefs of fo 
many nations, and which, even amtdil all the 
fucceiitrs thatattend his arms, is fo burtiien- 
fame fo his faithful and affectionate people. 
Sut he is confident that there can arife on 
is occâfion no other fentimént, either in 
his own dominions, or iji any'pirt of Europe, 
than th'4t of an increafcd conviAion, that 
the ref\or«tion of general traoquiliity is' 
retarded only by the ipjadice and ambitioi* 
of thd enemy. 


The French government, unfati.Hird with 
its immenCe jcquifitions on the Contiatnr, 
flillopejily perfeveres in a fyftem dfOruAive 
of the independence cf every other Power. 
W a r it purfued, not for fecority, but for 
conqueil ; and negot*ations for peace appear 
to be entered into fur no other objeét, than 
that of deluding the neighbouring Puwcrs 
into a (late of taif^c fccuriiy, while France is 
herfelf preparing, arranging and executing 
her onre'mitte*d projects of encroachment and 
aggre flion.

H er condu¿t in the recent difcufltóns has 
afforded but too mány proofs of thitdifpofi- 
tion. 


T he négociation originated in an offer 
made by tht French government of treating 
fur peace on the bafis of aAual poirtfHoii, 
which was fVated to admit of nrutual aompen- 
fation ; and a diAin¿V aíTurance wss added, 
that his majedy's German Dominions, which 
hi^d been attacked without even the pretence 
of any caufe of hodility, fhuuld be reilored. 


Such a propofal appeared to his majefly to 
afford a }uil foundation for nrgociating ; it 
was therefore accepted with this referve, 
that the Négociation fìiould be conducted 
by hi& majelty in concert with his Allies. 


No fooner h«d this" bafis been uiutually 
admitted, than it was departed from by the 
enemy, and that too in points of fo great 
importance as to call for an immediate de­ 
claration oil the part of his majefly, that 
unlefs the principle propoftd by France her 
I'clf were adhered to, the coinmunicaiioiis 
which had been opened between the two 
Governments muiì at once be clofed. 


This produced new prpfcilions of the dif- 
pofition of Frj^nce to make confidei-able 
iacrificts for the attainment of peace, if the 
difcuíTions were fuíTered to,proceed ; at the 
fame time that a difficulty waa Hartrd on 
account of the want ot full pcvfrrrs in the 
perfon intrbUtd by his majtOy with tîiîs 
communication. Steps were thereupon taken 
by his niajcily for opening a regular negocia 
tion by Minillers duly au-horifed, in order 
to afccrtain, in a manner the moil fatis- 
foitory and authentic, whether peace vould 
be obtained on terms honourable to the 
and his Allies, and coniident with the gene 
ral fecurity of Europe. 


Duiing thcfc proceedings, a minifter. fent 
by the Emperor of Ruiu^ to treat for the 
fnme im^jortant cbj' ft, in concert with his 
majfÜy's government, was induced, by the 
aruiiics of the enemy, to fign a feparate 
treaty, en terms equally repugnant to the 
honour and interefis of h:s imperial n)>jeOy. 


Unmoved t-y this uaexpcifted event, the 
K ir g continued to nrgociate precifely on 
tht fame prii cif Us as before. H e relied, and 
with a confidence which experience has amply 
juil fied, on the good faith and fleadinefs of 
an Aliy, in concert with whom he h td be­ 
gun to treat andwhofe intereft he had main­ 
tained throughout with the fime firnnefs as 
his own. 


The French Goverament, on the contrary, 
elated by this advantage, of which it boailed 
as equal in importance to th t mofl decifive 
viAory, departed in every conference more 
and more widely from its own offers and en­ 
gagements. 
N ot only did it take upon itftIf 
to change at ils own will the bafis of the 
Négociation widi Great-Britain, but it vio- 
Uted, in points ftill more iraportart, eveiy 
principle of gocd füith with Huâîa. 
The 
chief inducement oSVred to that Power as the 
price of all the facn&ces extorted from her 
Minifter, hüd been tile prefervaiion of G er­ 
many. 
Yet, before the decifion of RuÆa on 
this Treaty could be known, France had 
already annihilated the whole framt and con- 
f^iiutinn of the Germanic empire ; had red^x- 
ed under h«r yoke a large proportion of the 
fkates and provinces of G«»m»dy ; and, no: 
content with this open contempt of obliga­ 
tions fo recently contraded, had at the fame 
time infligated the Porte to meafures direftly 
fubverfive of her fubftfting engagements 
with lluilia. 


While iuch conduit was purfued tviwards 
his Majeftyi towards his Allies, and tovraros 
.all independent Powers, there appeared fo lit- 
tie hope for any favourable iffoe to the Nego 
ciatioii^ that his Majerty’s Plenipotcniiirirs 
demanded thair pafFports to return to England 
This demand was at fir(\ eluded by an un< 
ufual and unexplained del y ; and the French 
Government afterwards, by fome materia 
conceftoni, accompanied with intima* i>ns 
that 
others of ftill greater conffquence 
might be the refult of further difcu0ion 
procured a renewal of the conferences, which 
were protratted from day to d»y, till at length 
it was announced at P.ris that the Emprror 
of RuiTia had indignsnsîy rejeilcd the uo 
authorifcd and feparate treaty iìgncd by hi 
n^iniller.

The objefl cfthefe affjrances appeared, 
lowever, to be, that of engaging his Maj«fty 
in a feparate Négociation, to the exclufion 
of his Allies f H prupof^l which hi* Majedy 
had rfjr£led iti the outfet, and .which he 
could itill lefi admit of at a time <»hen tbe 
conduft of Rufii* had impofed on him an 
iricreafed obligation not to feparate his nite- 
rcfts frarn thofe of fo faithful an Ally. 
To 
thefe inftdious overtures, bis M jrfty fteadily 
refufed to liften ; but he took thej moft ef- 
xAual method to avoid all appearance of 
delay, and to accelerate, if pti&ble, 
the 
favourable líTue cf the Négociation. 
The 
confidential intercotrfe 
which 
he 
con- 
ftantly maintained with RuiTia, enabled his 
Majifty to fpecify tht terms on which peace 
with that power might be obtained ; and his 
Minifter was accordingly inftrudted to ftate 
to France, in addition to his own demands, 
thofe of his Ally, to reduce them intoditlin£t 
articles, and even to conclude on thofe 
grounds a provifional treaty, to take efTeâ 
whenever HufTia ihould fignify her accefilon. 


This form of negociating was, after fome 
obje¿lion, acceded to by France. 
Terms 
were now offered to his Majefty more nearly 
approaching than before the original balis 
of Négociation ; but thefe were flill far fhort 
of what his Majefly had uniformly infilled 
on, and was now more than ever entitled to 
expeét ; and the decifive reje£lion of the juft 
demands of Rudia, as well as of the con­ 
ditions propcf-.d by his Majp.fty in behalf of 
his other Allies, left to his Majefiy no other 
couife thaathat of ordering hisMinifter to ter­ 
minate the difcuffion and return to Engl;ind. 


The foregoing ihort and fjmple expofition 
of fiifts ftands in need of no comment. 
The 
firft overtores which led to négociation were 
«nade by the ehrmy, and they were accepted 
by his Majefly in the fincereft fpirit of peac«-. 
Every opening, which feemed to afford the 
moft diftant profp^ft of accommodation has 
been anxiouHy embraced, nor was the Négo­ 
ciation finally broken off while anfi^ope of a 
favoUra.ble ifTue could be entertained.

to the juilice of his caufe : to the refources 
and bravery of his people : to tl:» fidelity of 
his Allies } and, above all, to the pruteÂion 
and fopport of f^tvine Providence, 


In contributing to the great cffo ts which 
fuch a conteft unavoidably rf quire, his faith­ 
ful and hffeftionate fubjeéls will not forget 
that all their deartft interefts are at ft»ke : 
that no facri<^c^3 th e f can be called upon 
to make, are to be compared with the certain 
difgrace and rurn of yielding to the injurious 
prttenftons of the enemy : that with the in- 
iolable maintenance of the good fa ith S n d 
)ublic honour of their country, its profperi- 
ty, its ftrength, and its independence, are 
íTentially conneAed : and that, in alTerting 
the right?, and upholding the dignity of the 
Jritilh Empire, they defend the moft power- 
ul fblwark of the liberties of mi^nkind.

between France and PruUia. 


T he partlcularsi as given in our foreign 
department, though undoubtedly correAi in 
the main refults, are not fatisfaAory. 
I'hcy 
are derived, in no inftance, from any official 
foMrce ; and prefent altogatheri but a naafa 
of Grange and extraordinary events, without 
order of time or date— and drftitute of the 
many circumftances which rouA have accom­ 
panied tran fa^o n s of fuch vail tnagnitude 
and importance* 


W e can only gather from the whole, that 
tbe fir(\ blow was ñruck on the 9th OÀober. 
by a diviiion of the Pruifî:ui troops, while 
executing a plan for the concentration «f the 
inaiii array. 
This buttle, which opened the 
caftipaiga, was fonghtat Schlaita, and is faid 
to have proved unfortunate to the Pruflîans. 
On the loth) ii^h, la th , and i | t h Qâober, 
there appears to have been feveral more ac* 
tions fought ; but not of fuch niagnitude as 
to change the difpofltion, er defeat the plans 
of either party, in their preparations fur a 
general engagement. Although tkefe b&ttles 
are Aated in the French accounts to be againil 
the PrtiAans, we £nd among other particu­ 
lar's of tbcfe events, that at Raíbock, the 
French were completely defeated : and th a t 
by a flcilful manoeuvre, the Prince of Hohen­ 
lohe fuccceeded in cutting off 26,000 men 
from the nain body of the French army.
